LAWS DEFENDED 


CHICAGO. 
Oct. 
15.—Existing 
laws of contempt were defended be­ 
fore the October meeting of the In­ 
land Dally Press Association here 
Tuesday by Stuart H. Perry of the 
Adrian (Michigan) Telegram, a di­ 
rector of 
the 
press 
Mr.

warned that “radical Innovations’* in 
the laws authorizing punishment for 
contempt of court would invite a 
“worse ev il' trial by newspapers.” 
“Mobilization of motion, prejudice 
or partisanship during court trials 
are already familiar,” he said. 
“As 
j to the invasion of the liberty of the 
press, I am unable to see wherein 
the rights of the public or the prop­ 
er practice of journalism have been 
or can be prejudiced by a reason­ 
able and proper application of the 
laws of contempt.” 
The real way to stop free public­ 
ity is not to run it, said Will V. Tuf- 
ford of Clinton, Iowa, in his report 
as secretary-treasurer.
